Pay Raises 
Ordered tor 
Skilled Gls 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (UP)— 
Defense Secretary Charles E. Wil- 
gon today ordered pay raises 
ranging from $12 to $50 a month 
for 360,000 skilled enlisted men 
and said the move may permit 
military manpower cuts. 

The raises, which will cost about 
49 million dollars the first year, 
will go to 15 per cent of the en- 
listed men in the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Air Force. 
Wilson said the raises can be paid 
without legislation. 

He added that the pay hikes 
will provide incentives for skilled 
men to stay in service and there- 
by “‘make it possible to operate 
with fewer total numbers.” 


REWARDS ABILITY 


Wilson said his action was ‘‘ccn- 
sistent’’ with recommendations of 
a special committee which recent- 
ly proposed a complete overhaul 
of the Defense Department pay 
structure to emphasize ability 
rather than length of service. 

Wilson’s new plan apparently 
was as far as he could go in car- 
rying out the more far-reaching 
proposals of the special commit- 
tee, headed by Ralph J. Cordiner, 
president of General Electric Co, 

Cordiner contended his plan 
would eventually save five billion 
dollars a year and perhaps elimi- 
nate the draft. However, the 
Budget Bureau rebuffed Wilson's 
efforts to put more of the Cordiner 
plan into effect. 

The Bureau indicated it consid- 
ered the plan inflationary.

The Lottery Hangover 
Will Plague the Victors 


The primary is over and the victors 
awoke this morning with the prospect 
ahead of running a city of more than half 
a million people—a bustling, energetic 
community whose population consistently 
has aligned itself on the side of progress. 

The winners have the task of guiding 
this progress. Had not the community 
thought so, they would not have elected 
them. 

But there is also one nightmarish 
hangover. It is the acknowledged exist- 
ence of a vicious lottery acket which ob- 
viously has reached such proportions it 
no longer can be called petty. Its corrupt- 
ing influence is a stain on the official 
and community conscience. 

It was about this hangover which 
Judge George Whitman charged the new 
grand jury Tuesday.

Lottery operations are not new here.

This Private.Fund Is 
The Public’s Business 


The special legislative committee set 
up by Gov. Marvin Griffin to investigate 
Revenue Commissioner T. V. Williams’ 
antimoonshine fund has begun its work. 
It is a good committee and has been given 
full encouragement by the governor to 
do a thorough study. 


And a thorough study is certainly in 
order. The private fund set up by Com- 
missioner Williams to enforce the law is 
the people’s business. No state official 
has any right or should there be any 
excuse for him to call on private indi- 
viduals or. interests for funds to carry on 
his work, especially an official with reg- 
ulatory authority over the “volunteer” 
contributors. 

There are so many dangers inherent 
in any such type of fund that it should 
be prohibited by law. 


Except in general terms, no one ex- 
cept Commissioner Williams apparently 
knows the source of the funds or how 
they have been spent. There has been no 
official audit of collections or disburse- 
ments. The fund is a mystery that needs 
to be cleared up. 

We are gratified that Lt. Gov. Van- 
diver and House Speaker Moate have 
spoken out forcefully against this prac- 
tice. The facts about it should be fully 
explored. 

The state should finance its own law 
enforcement. It does not need privately 
collected and privately administered funds 
to aid in the job. 

Let the committee find out how and 
where the money has been collected and 
where it has been spent.

Parents Must Assume 


Major Share of Blame 


The Senate Subcommittee on Juvenile 
Delinquency, after nearly four years of 
hearings and investigation, has laid the 
major blame for child crime upon weak 
family life. 

That is another way of saying the 
fault lies with parents. 


There has been a growing tendency on 
the part of parents to rely too heavily 
upon outside forces to provide certain 
fundamentals of right conduct which 
should have been instilled in the home. 


Schools, churches, recreation programs 
and character-building youth organiza- 
tions all play vital roles in making chil- 
dren into better citizens. However, they 
cannot be expected to fill the full-time 
role of parents or to be a complete sub- 
stitute for a morally strong family life. 


The senators point out there is a need 
for more research into special areas of 
juvenile delinquency, especially van- 
dalism. 

The subcommittee cited lack of psy- 
chiatrists, social workers and other thera- 
peutic forces to prevent or cure personal- 
ity problems arising from family and so- 
cial strains. 

More research, psychiatrists and so- 
cial workers would be fine. But in the 
long run they will be only as effective as 
the degree to which they can convince 
parents of the need to shoulder their own 
individual responsibilities.

Fluoridation in Eastman 


Costs Only $1 a Day 


For $1 a day, the city of Eastman 
ls giving its 4,000 residents protection 
against tooth decay.

The chemical costs $63 a 
barrel.

County seat followed urging by the PTA 
and by Dr. S. J. Rubin, Eastman dentist, 


and approval by the State Board of 
Health. 


Eastman thus has joined its neighbors 
—Cordele, Hawkinsville, Fort Valley and 
Forsyth—and 20 or more other Georgia 
cities in giving its children the benefit of 
fluoridation.

Pulse of the Public 


Author of Ivey Report Says Atlanta Reacted 
Swiftly and Effectively to Recommendations 


Atlanta — During recent weeks 
there have been many questions 


asked me regarding the present 
status of the report on the Atlanta 
school system which was prepared 
by a study council composed of 
four of the nation’s most dis- 
tinguished educators as members 
and of which I served as chair- 
man. These questions are pertinent 
but complex. 


To give an accurate answef 
would require a detailed assess- 
ment of the present organizational 
structure and administrative pro- 
cess of the Atlanta school system 
over and against what it was at 
the time our study was made. 


One of the recommendations of 
the study council was that there 
should be a continuous process of 
management evaluation built into 
the day-to-day operation of the 
school system. This has not been 
done. I think it could hardly have 
been set up with the multitude of 
changes that have been initiated 
during the first year following the 
adoption of the report by the Board 
of Education. 

There are, however, some obser- 
vations on the administrative re- 
organization which I can make 
even in the absence of detailed 
data. 


In the first place, I do not know 
of any major city in America that 
has responded more quickly and 
comprehensively to the reorganiza- 
tion of its school system based on 
a report of outside consultants. The 
creation of the office of deputy 
superintendent; the organization of 
six areas, each under an area 
superintendent; the reorganization 
of staff functions among the assis- 
tant superintendents at the central 
office; the creation of school, area 
and city-wide citizens’ committees; 
the increase of resources for teach- 
ing supplies, teachers’ salaries and 
building maintenance; the floating 
of a major bond issue to relieve 
classroom shortages; the major 
strengthening of programs for 
dealing with exceptional children: 
the establishment and operation of 
& superintendent’s administrative 
cabinet made up of the top in- 
ternal administrative officers and 
providing an arena for policy de- 
velopment and review—all these 
add up to a very impressive record 
of achievement in the little more 
than a year and a half that has 
elapsed since the adoption of the 
report. 

My personal feeling, again based 
on general impressions, is that the 
next step for the improvement of 
the school system will require that 
more attention should be devoted 
to perfecting the administrative 
processes within the new organiza- 
tional machinery. One purpose of 


our report was to suggest admin- 
istrative processes that would in- 
sure the strengthening of the 
school system by insuring more 
intimate knowledge of, and par- 
ticipation in, the educational ad- 
ministration process by all Atlanta 
citizens. It was also our intent that 
the new processes of administra- 
tion intimately involve school sys- 
tem staff at all levels and in so 
doing provide for their greater con- 
tribution and professional growth 
as a result of the experience. 


I think the tremendous amount 
of interest being shown in the oper- 
ation of the Atlanta school system 
is a good omen for its continued 
striving to reach real excellence. 


.I hope that the interest will con- 


tinue to mount and that all of the 
citizens of Atlanta will begin to 
feel more of a responsibility for 
study and support of their instru- 
ments of public education.

Comfort Promised 
In Time of Sadness 


‘Why, Lord? Why did such a clean-cut young 
Christian have to die?”” The Rev. E. Duane Hulse 
asked that question in his talk at the funeral of Fe 
George W. Crane IV. Countless others have asked—why did he or 
have to die? The minister picked up J. B. Phillips’ translation 
began reading the 14th chapter of John: 


‘You must not let yourselves be 
distressed. You must hold on to 
your faith in God and to your 
faith in Me. There are many 
rooms in My Father’s house. If 
there were not, should I have 
told you that I am going away 
to get a place ready for you?”’ 

There was the answer. George’s 
room was ready. It wasn’t the an- 
swer they had hoped for. Maybe 
some day this wonderful boy who 
was a flier in the Marine Corps 
would become a great Marine gen- 


eral or a famous newspaper col-- 


umnist like his father. Dr. Crane 
said, “Mrs. Crane and I had hoped 
he might ultimately decide to be- 
come a clergyman for he was a 
former college athlete, big and 
handsome, yet gentle and kind.”

In his talk the minister recalled 
a story Peter Marshall told about 
an elderly officer in the British 
Indian Army.

imagine what he meant, They felt 


first five minutes after death;’’

When some dear one is sepa- 
rated from us through the experi- 
ence we call death, our hearts are 
deeply saddened but the sadness 
is because of our loss — not theirs. 
When some fine young man or 
woman is snatched away we won- 
der why. But we know that life 
has not ended for them. They have 
entered into far more wonderful 
experiences. 

Our weeping is for ourselves, 
Yet the Lord said, “Blessed are 
they that mourn: for they shall 
be comforted.’’ We are Christians 
because of the death of a Young 
Man at the age of 33. Because 
of the death of one of our own 
young ones, we must not give way 
to bitterness but rather find in- 
spiration to higher living.

McCarthy Stormed 
Bastille of Freedom 


WASHINGTON—Is there any appraisal of Sen. 
Joseph R. McCarthy which can find an inch of 


common ground between his earnest and ardent = 

supporters and his earnest and ardent critics? The difficulty comes 
largely from the fact that neither side could rarely, if ever, see an 
iota of yirtue or validity in the other and more often than not there 


was a total questioning of motives. 


Sen. McCarthy's loyal support- 
ers construed any criticism of Mc- 
Carthy as proof. positive — as in- 
stant and complete proof in itself 
—that the critic was pro-Commu- 
nist. 

Sen. McCarthy’s sincere oppo- 
nents believed the senator threw 
such massive accusations against 
anybody and everybody that Mc- 
Carthy was a greater danger to 
the precious protections of a free 
society than he was to commu- 
nism itself, 

What, I ask myself, is the fair- 
est statement that can be made 
of the senator’s position? It seems 
to me it is this; 

That McCarthy was so totally 
and psychologically centered on 
the one instrument of danger to 
the United States — that of Com- 
munist infiltration — that he was 
prepared to do damage to any 
person, to any group or to any 
civil liberty which stood in the 
way of fighting communism the 
way he thought it should be fought 
and wanted to fight it. 

It seems to me that one of Sen. 
McCarthy’s greatest unfairnesses 
was his inability or unwillingness 
to concede loyal, patriotic, honest 
differences of opinion among his 
fellow Americans over the ques- 
tion of what is the best and most 
effective means of dealing with 
the Communist conspiracy.

To assume that one American 
who sincerely disagrees with an- 
other over how best to fight com- 
munism is thereby pro-Commu- 
nist, serves to divide the nation 
and weaken the fight on commu- 
nism. 

I happen to believe that it is 
possible to be an implacable op- 
ponent of the Communists and to 
be rock-like in defense of our most 
precious democratic freedoms to 
secure which is a prime purpose 
of fighting communism. 

I guess what I’m saying is: 
Let’s have faith in and respect 
for each other.

Bright Swimsuits

Hang your clothes on a hickory limb and go right

For instance, there's a little 
white elasticized suit lit up all 
over with twinkling sequins and 
it can swim with the flash of a 
goldfish.

Throatline

Poor head carriage is back 
of most chin troubles. That line 
at. the back of the neck is the 


test. It should be held almost 
straight. When your head is 


held squarely on your shoul- - 


ders, the chin is level, not tilted 
up, jutted out or dropped down. 

Flabby muscles make an 
ideal parking spot for fat. Add 
fat to weak muscles and the re- 
sult is a double chin effect.

TEST POSTURE 


For enlightenment, test your 
head posture. Put on a pair of

shoulder bone. If the earrings 
swing forward, you are not car- 
rying your head squarely on 
your shoulders. The correction 
is to pull up with that line at 
the back of the neck.

In this era of farm system baseball, it is a rarity 
when a player remains with a minor league club for two 
seasons. Yet Ridic Caldwell Otey is in his ninth straight 
campaign at Little Rock, which is a modern-day Southern 
Association record. 

Arkansas is advertised as the Land of Opportunity and Ray 
Winder is one of the nicest guys in the game, but not too Many 
players weneome an Qpportunity to play there. But the veteran 

i si Otey has no desire to play with any 
other club in the Southern. 

He is a héme-town boy, and it took 
= a franchise change to pry him out of 
e Little Rock. When the Travelers moved 
to Montgomery last summer, Otey went 
F along. But he was elated when Winder 
» réturned the club to Little Rock last 
=. winter. 

: The fact that Otey, a steady, 
above-average infielder, has re- 
mained in one site so long is some- 
thing of a mystery. But Otey, for 
one, isn’t trying to solve it. 

‘‘Naturally, I'd like to have played 
the majors, or in Triple-A,’’ Otey was 
saying Wednesday, as he relaxed in his 
=. Georgian Terrace hotel room. ‘But I'd 
' rather play for Little Rock than any 
ae fm other club in the Southern. I really don’t 

Outlar know why. I’ve .never been sold. I’ve 
heard they had some offers for me from other teams and turned 
them down, but I’ve never asked Ray about it. 

“T’ve lived in Little Rock most of my life. It's home and I 
have my home there,’’ he continued, ‘‘so I make more money with 
the Travelers than I would with any team in the league. 

‘‘Most players have to maintain two homes during the season, 
which runs into money. I found that out last year when we moved 
to Montgomery. 

‘“‘How old am I. Well, I think they still say I'm 32 in Little 
Rock, but I’m 34. No, really that’s my actual age. When you've 
been around long as I have you don’t need a baseball age.’’

Though Otey likes Little Rock, he hasn’t enjoyed some of the 
long summers in the cellar, where the Travelers have a habit of 
residing. In fact, he hasn’t been on a first-division team since 1952 
when Gene DeSautels struck pennant gold. 

“‘Some of those seasons were plenty tough,’’ Otey said. ‘‘It’s 
like most other jobs. When things are rough you hate to go to the

office. It's the same way in baseball, and there have been a lot 
of nights when I hated to go to the ball park.” 

Needless to say, no one has enjoyed the sudden splurge of 
prosperity this season more than the Southern Association dean. 

“It’s a little early to say for sure about this race,’’ Otey 
said. ‘“‘But I think we have a good team. Eric Rodin has been 
belting that ball, and we've got some good young pitchers. 
Boys like George Brunet, Ken Johnson and Troy Herriage.’’ 

‘‘What about the other teams? Well, I’ve seen all of them ex- 
cept Birmingham, but you can’t tell too much in two or three 
games, or in the mud. And most of our home games were played 
in the mud. Man, you never saw so much rain. 

‘‘However, I think Nashville has pretty good power and should 
be up there. Memphis is okay, but I don’t think the team is as 
good as the record indicates. We left 15 men on in One game 
against Memphis, ten in another. Chattanooga’s pitching hasn’t 
been too good, and Mobile has made several changes since I saw 
the team. Atlanta? Well, it looks like you might need a little help. 
Same for New Orleans. Certainly you don’t have the power you did 
here last year.’

In nine seasons Otey has seen numerous players graduate 


from the Southern to the majors. Ed Mathews, Jim Piersall, Gus | 


Triandos, Dick Donovan and several others were mentioned, and 
Otey was asked to pick an all-star team. 

‘*‘No, I can’t do that. There have been too many good ones, and 
I'd overlook someone who belonged on the team. But I’ll tell you 
three pitchers that I was happy to get out of the league. Dixie 
Howell of Memphis, Donovan of Atlanta and Dick Hyde from 
Chattanoaga. All three of them wore me out.’’ 

Not too many pitchers wear Otey out. He has been a con- 
sistent hitter down through the years, and Poncey has been one 
of his favorite parks to hit in. He lists Atlanta, Little Rock and 
Chattanooga as the spots where he likes to bat. 

_Old-timers conduct a running argument that the Southern, like 
mo other things, isn’t what it used to be. What did Dean Otey 
think? 

‘I'd say the league is a little better than it was when I first 
broke in,” Otey aswered. ‘“‘But it may not be as strong as it was 
two or three years back. I'd say that over-all it’s as good this 
year as last year.”’ 

Otey then volunteered the information that he hadn’t spent 
his entire career in Little Rock. 

“I broke in with Amarillo in 1942 and played for Pampa, 
Tex., three seasons after I got out of the navy,’’ he said. ‘“Then 
I came home to stay. I’ve enjoyed it over the long haul, and 
I have no complaints. Naturally, you want to be on a winner.”’ 

The Travelers already had six straight in the bag before they 
met Atlanta Wednesday night, but Otey corrected a mistaken idea 
that the skein was the longest in Little Rock in several years. 

“‘We won about ten straight early last season,”’ he said, ‘‘but 
everything went wrong, and we eventually went to Montgomery 
and finished last-in two towns. Looks like we have a much better 
team now, but like I said, it’s just too early to say,”’ 

It isn’t too early to say that Little Rock has one of the best 
second basemen in the Southern. But they’ve been saying that now 
for nine years in a row.
